‘The statement of claizn set forth thaf 
plaintiffa were watchmakers in Switzerland 
and exported to China, their trademarka 
reing the Chinese ‘character ‘' Po Wal” 
and ‘ Yeo-na” (or’ Ing”) combined with 
various devices, each combination forming 
a sBparate trade mark,” In. 1693 -the 
defendants registered in’ Berne, Switzor- 
tand, two trademarks in-which the Chinese 
churacters for “Po Wai" and ‘' Yeon” 
for Ina"), wore combined, with another 
deviee and different border. This was 
not brought to the notice of plaintiffs for 
some considerable time. The action. com- 
menced to-day was for an -injunction to 
restrain thre defendants from infringing the 
plaintiffs’ trade marks; for an account of 
the profits of the defendants made in selling 
watches not of the plaintiff’ manufacture 
sold under the devices aoforemention- 
ed; an inquiry ax to the damages suffered 


watches not of the plaintiffs’ manufacture 
as “Po Wai” watches; anorder for the 


| defendants to doliver up to the plaintiffs fovesti 


all watches not of the plaintiffs’ manufacture 
in the defendants’ possession marked with 
any of ‘the devices referred to, all price 
lists, copies ‘of invoices, advertisements 
and other decuments and all advertising 
ble ks in the defendants’ pussession hear- 
ing the words “Ina” or ‘Po Wai” for 
the purpose of being destroyed. 

Defendants denied that the trade marke 
worv the property of the plaintiffs or were 
properly registered ; that the marks. wero 
not used by the plaintiffs prior to 1675; 
thnt plaintiffs had registered their trade- 
marks in Hongkong. They aflirmed that 
the word “Yeenn” (or. “ Inn”) was 
common to the trade in China and that it 
was veyistored in Hongkong by Courvoisier 
Freres in 1880. The defendants further 
denied that they had sold or caused to be 
sold watches not of the plaintiffs’ manu- 
faeture os the ‘plaintiffs’, and made no 
profit thereby. 

After reading the statements of claim 
and defence Mr Slade submitted that the 
following questions would have to be decid- 
ed by the Chief Justice (1) Whether the 
marks were trade marks, either alone ot in 
combination with a border; (2) whether 
the plaintifis wero properly registered in 
respect to. such murks; (3) whether 
the plaintiffs or their predecessors used 
such marky prior to}13 August, 1876;
